RUSSIA AND PALESTINE. 

WERE we fatalistically inclined we might be teimpted to remark upon 
the way in which the stars in their courses seem to be moving in obedience to 
Jewish interests. The war, which now involves practically the whole of the 
Jewish people as belligerents, bids fair to solve our predominant problems. 
those which have most engaged us Jews during modern times. . For the 
major jewish aspirations have been the freeing of that half of the race 
which has been subject to the tyranny of exceptional laws in Russia and the 
national re-establishment of the Jewish people in its ancient home. The 
one touched the liberty of the individual Jew, the other concerned the 
freedom of the race. The first of these aspirations was regarded by the 
majority of the Jews as the more pressing, and now the war has accom. 
plished it as in the twinkling of an eye. Jewish history—to use an expression 
quoted in another connection in the Reichstag last week—has been 
marching with “seven-league boots’’; and whereas a week or two ago we 
were all._pondering on the best means for redeeming our Russian brethren 
from the vile tyranny under which they had existed for generations, now 
we can all hope that Russian Jews have definitely come into their own ag 
citizens of the Empire.

So far, indeed, as the Jewries of other countries are

left to protect their own interests and to work out 
their own salvation, and it safely assumed that the 
fall of the Russion oppression will carry away with it the solitary remnant 
of medizval persecution which still exists in Rumania, as it will tend to put 
an end to Jewish disabilities in Poland. The one point of doubt and 
anxiety, in fact, is in reality Germany. From time to time there have been 
ominous anti-Serfiilic ramblings in that State, and it is difficult to say what 
a dominant junkerdom, beaten and foiled in its ambition, might mean for the 
Jews. A popular upheaval in Germany, in fact, is the only means, it would 
appear, whereby our brethren there may be spared, what would be from 
many points of view, an even worse fate than that suffered so long by 
Russian coreligionists. The Jews of Germany may hereafter stand in dire 
need of help and—though we devoutly hope that it will not be 
necessary—their Russian, British, and other brethren in faith may 
yet be called upon to afford it. But, so far as present events go, the

one outstanding problem of the freedom of the Jewish individual has 
been solved with the Russian Revolution, and to-day, or to-morrow, the 
Statute Book of no great State will any longer be defiled by a legal code 
of oppression directed against Jews as such.

THE IRONY OF HISTORY. 


Tue history of onr race is full of ironies, and it may be that 
they have served to render our fate tolerable. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, to find some incidents of unusual interest, from this point of view, in 
the moving events of the Russian Revolution.

Further, we are told that the priest Peanaitis, who offered such a farrago of 
fantastic evidence to the Beilis court in proof of the Blood Accusation, bas 
passed from earth with the old régime, while the actual prosecutor in the trial 
of Beilis—-one Vipper—is now securely in gaol. We niention these things in 
no gloating spirit, but just and solely because they demonstrate the 
completeness of the Liberal triumph in Russia. And with the news cofn- 
cerning the GRAND DuKE NiIcHOLAS comesthe even mach more welcome 
tidings that the new Minister of Justice has now completed the Bill for the 
abolition of all national restrictions. The wheel has come full-circle, and 
as Jews—as men with a heart and a soul—we rejoice at it with every fibte 
of our being. Truly “this is the day made by the Lord, we will be glad 
and rejoice thereon'!"’ That we can say this of Russia—such would'a 
few months ago have been deemed not so much irony as the parodyitg 
in advance of History. 


THE WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE. 


ON a recent occasion—the celebration of the 75th year of its existence 
by the West London Synagogue—the JewisH CHRONICLE regretfully 
felt it its duty to point out that the Congregation had failed of 
its spiritual purpose. Last Sunday se synagogue held its annual meeting, 
and no one can read a report of the proceedings without a depressing sense 
that the criticism we passed was only too well founded. The gathering was 
heralded by an eloquent but none the less piteous appeal to the members 
for better attendance at the services, and by suggestions for infusing more 
interest into them. Yet the meeting, we understand, was attended by less 
than half a dozen congregants outside the Council of the Congregation. 
Those who took the trouble to be present adopted a couple of proposals for 
the encouragement of private prayer in the synagogue on the week-day 
mornings, and the recital of a Portion of Law by boys over the age of thirteen. 
Hut, with the best will in the world, it is extremely difficult to believe that such 
measures can bring back that life which seems so wofully dormant.

Its ministers are second to none in the whole community in all the qualities 
which go to make a worthy ministry. The congregation bas an edifice of much 
architectural grandeur, a ritual of great béauty, true to tradition and 
nevertheless moulded to modern needs. Yet an air of indifference and neglect 
hangs over the synagogue which is chilling to the worshippers who attend and 
a mournful commentary on the high hopes with which the founders set forth 
on their mission. Whatis amiss? It isin no spirit of mere captiousness 
that we venture to pnt this question, but until it is faced frankly and freely 
he would be an optimist indeed who would look for a tratisformation of the 
present saddening situation. It is a question that needs facing in many 
another Jewish place of worship, but perhaps the trouble is worst at Uppet 
Rerkeley Street ;.and it is upon its members therefore, that the need for 
resolving it, if possible, has the most urgent call. |

IN THE PROVINCES. 

The reports of the various Jewish .Boards of Guardians make interesting 
comparative reading. The Liverpool Board, for instance, seems to have 
bad almost parallel experiences with those of its 
London brother. For while in both cases employ- 
mient was found to be good, each of them was handi-. 
capped by the severe rise in prices. We observe 
with particular interest the statement that casual relief granted by the 
Liverpool Board was the lowest on record. In Glasgow, on the other hand, 
the general applications for relief have increased. According to an 
announcement made at the resumed annual meeting they numbered 177 
for the first ten weeks of the present year, as against only 76 for the 
corresponding period of last year. In addition, of course, thé Board has 
to contend with the evil of increased:prices. The local community has 
contributed nearly £1,500 to a special Consumptives’ Fund, and we fee! 
sure that a body which shows so much spirit will not readily let languish an 
institution which has for half a century performed such. excellent 
service, Front Leeds the report comes of strenuous times and apparently 
flonjabing finances, for while the income of the local Board increased by 
over £100, the total amount distributed as relief rose by only £20. From 
Sheffield, too, the report appears to be encouraging, the Board ever having 
a respectable balance in hand.

“His People are Free!” 


HE “ Narrative” which forms the ritual for the Home Service on 
the first two evenings of Passover begins with a question which 
in the minds, if not the mouths, of many will this year become 
subject to amendment. To each of us must present itself the 

query——-set out in Oriental fashion in order to introduce a subject— 
“Why is this Passover distinguished from other Passovers?” And 
for answer we naturally turn to the events which are developing in 
Russia. It is doubtful whether many of us Jews realise the 
“ size” of what has occurred there as a landmark in Jewish History. For 
four thousand years, year by year, we Jews have celebrated the Passover as 
a great lestival of Freedom. Yet the manumission upon which the cele- 
bration was founded concerned but some 600,000 souls forty centuries ago. 
To-day—now !|—we are witnessing before our very eyes the release froma 
vile, tyrannous persecution, a horrible, quel repression of the body and 
soul which affected, one way and another.just ten times that number ol 
our people. The Russian Jews have as surely been brought from 
darkness to a great light as were their ancient progenitors, the [egyptian 
Israelites ; and it does not require phenomenal perspicacity to see that the 
efiect upon the future of the world is likely, on the whole, to be even more 
marked than was that of the exodus from corporeal and spiritual enslaving 
of those whom the Pharaohs held in bondage. 


HERE are some, I doubt not, who will—only metaphorically, it is to be 
hoped—hold up their hands in pious horror at the idea of setting 

a modern event of to-day into compare with one recorded in Bible history. 
Some good people will be thinking it blasphemous to speak cf the Russian 
Jews in the same breath as the I-gyptian Israelites, or to place on the same 
plane. the redemption from Egypt as the granting of equal rights to our people 
in Russia. They will call the one divine and the other human, the one 
the work of God the other the work of man. Things that took place in 
Bible times, they will argue, belong to Religion, while things that occur 
in these days are only matters of politics. This has always appeared to me 
an altogether mistaken mental attitude. If men and women were to 
regard Lible incidents more from the buman point of view, and what 
are called human incidents mere from the Divine, there would be a 
better understanding of Scripture and a truer appreciation of every- 
day life. But what Bible incident, let us ask ourselves, contains more of 
the miraculous, what one is more redolent of all we are wont to attach to 
the working of the Divine, than this marvellous redemption of half the 
Jewish race which has just been effected? It has occurred,*too, in the 


‘manner and with all the accompaniments of dramatic surroundings in 


providing which the Bible tmarrative excels, The strong contrasts, so 
characteristic of the Bible picture, are present in as full a force as in apy 
of the wonderful stories and legends which it has been the pride of Israel 
to preserve for mankind. Let any of us considera moment what is passing 
before our very eyes, and the grandeur, the magnificence, the glory, the 
greatness of the Russian manumission will be evident. It is not an easy 
process for even the most thoughtful to gauge the import of current 
events. This Russian one forms a striking example of the simile which 
the late Mr. Chamberlain employed in one of the most eloquent passages he 
ever uttered. The statesman’s observation has on a previous occasion been 
referred to in this column. It declared that great events 
are like great mountains; it is not possible for those standing near 
to them to estimate their extent. The greater the mountain 
the more applicable the analogy. We who have all our lives been so 
near to the now-solved Russo-Jewish problem naturally find. it difficult to 
estimate the mountainous event which has taken place in Russia. That this 
is so may be judged by the fact that it seems literally to have struck dumb 
the’leaders of Anglo-Jewry. They have had scarce a word to say of 
congratulation or thankfulness at the release from bondage of six millions 
of their coreligionists. They have left the word to others, notably to Mr. 
Jacob Schiff, who has uttered it wholeheartedly as a Jew, notwithstanding 
the fact that the Russian Revolution is the biggest defeat that the Army of 
his birthplace has received since hostilities began. The determination of 
America to join the Allies’ cause was another, but it is doubtful 
whether it was a more, decisive victory over the Central Powers. We 
could only wish that Mr. Schiffs werds had not been uttered 
just on the eve of his adopted country unshbeathing the sword. 
That gives room for the cynical to sneer at his “ conversion.” 
lt is to be regretted that Mr. Schiff could not have known 
enough of European politics to be sure that sooner or later, 
in one form or another, the international co-partnership of Russia 
with the free countries of England, France, and Italy was bound to result 
in a freeing of Russia, and with it a manumission of the Russian Jews. But 
the communal leaders here whose attitude towards the Russian Revolution 
has been that—as one not unconnected with this journal put it to me 
the other day—of a race of Brer Rabbits, lying low and saying * nuffin,” have 
noné of the excuses which Mr. Schiff might very reasonably have claimed for 
adopting an attitude of watching and waiting towards the new Russia. It 
is true that there are communal as well as State autocracies, and doubtless 
the flea sympathises with the tiger he sees attacking a human being. For 
the respective attitudes towards mankind of animal! and insect are essentially 
identical. But it is not true that the attitude of Anglo-Jewry leaders 
has been dictated by the consideration that the Russian Revolution was 
just as much a surprise to the Conjoint Committtee as to all of us poor 
mortals outside that inner ring, and that even Mr. Lucien Wolf was not 
consulted. Still, that is how the Jew in the street is trying to account for the 
phenomeron of the silence that has been adopted, now that their pro- 
gramme for obtaining Jewish rights has been so successfully accomplished 
without any “ action ” on the part of the communal “ leaders.” 


W BITING in this column a year ago, I employed these words :— 
“Four thousand years have elapsed since our ancestors went forth 


from Egypt, and we to-day are not confidently, but in truth timicly and 


a 
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timorously, asking that at the end of the War, in which a vast army of Jews 
bas done its full service, Jaws may be treated as human beings, so far that 


ppd sball not be barred from civil and polkieal right, because they are 
ews.”’ 


ND, that was but twelve short months ago! Who shall say that 
miracles and wonders do not happen in these days? Who shall say that 
miracles. and wonders stopped with the closing of the Biblical canon, if the 
learned Haham will allow me to employ the term? Who shall dare say 
that Israel is “ widowed,” or that He who watcheth over us slumbers or sleeps 
in these days? In the generations to come the Jewish child, opening in 
his.home the “ night of observation” ceremony, with age-long query, will 
be told in response why t/iis Passover--in this year in which we are 
living—has to be distinguished from all other Passovers. Because it saw, 
for the first time for two thousand years at least, no Jew anywhere in the 
world uoder the lash of th® persecutor, or ground down beneath the burden 

of enslaving bondage.

Foreign and Dominion News. 
The New Regime in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, } 
PETROGRAD 
The Provisional Government has accomplished the urgent task of removing 
the clique of officials who had dominated Northern Russia, with the Miltary 
Governor of Archangelsk at their head. The latter was arrested as a dangerous 
person, For the last two years he ignored all orders emanating from the Ministry 
and oppressed the Jews in the most cruel manner. He never recognised Prince 
Tcherbatoff's circular allowing Jews to reside in the towns outside the Pale, and 


- declined to permit Jews to go to America vii ArchangeJsk. The next person with 


whom the Provisional Government has undertake® to settle accounts is the 
notorious General Kuropatkin, Governor-General of Turkestan, who dominated 
another home of oppression of subject nationalities, including the native Jews. 


Russo-Jewish Senators. 


A private message from Stockholm states that a telegram from Petrograd 
Q@nnounced the appointment of the famous defender of Beilis, Advocate 
Grusenberg, and of the member of the first Duma, Advocate Vinaver, to be 
Rassian Senators. Tiley are the first Jews to sit in the Russian Senate, although 
a Jew, M. Weinstein, isa member of the Upper House. On the retirement of 
the late Privy-Councillor Halpern trom the post of Vice-Director of a department 
of the Ministry of Justice, it was contemplated to send him to the Senate, a reward 
always given to Christians on their retirement from such high positions. M 
Halpern, it must be remembered, participated in the deliberations of the Senate 
in the official capacity mentioned above, but the then Minister of Justice, M 
Sicheglovitoff, refused to recommend his appointment as Senator 

MM. Grusenberg and Vinaver are admirably suited to sit in the Semate on 
account of their eminence in the legal profession. The former has played a great 
role in the recent Jewish cases, defending the honour of his brethren in blood libel 
and treason trials, always succeeding in disproving the accusations.. The latier 
took a prominent part in the tght tor Jewish freedom in Russia and in the 
Councils of the Russian Liberals 


Pogrom Organisers Punished.

The trial has been held of the second batch of organisers of a pogrom against 
the Tews at Yanov. A hundred and twenty-nine Poles were charged with breaking 
into Jewish houses. Sixty-three of the accused were acquitted, and the rest were

“ The success of the Revolution is the first good result of the war,” says Judge 
Sulzberger. “‘ The abdication shows that the people of Russia have awakened at 
last, and their movement for political freedom has really begun. Although the 


full results cannot be accomplished immediately, I believe that in the end we 
Shall see a real Russia.” 
STR ALFRED MOND AS JEW 
The Right Hon. Sir Alfred Mond, M.P., speaking at the Queen's Hall meet 
ing (at which Lord Bryce presided) in celebration of the Kussian Revolution, said 
that he himself belonged to a people who had suffered much at the hands of the 


old Russian Government, and in their name be thanked the new Russian Govern. 
ment for giving to his people full citigenship in the country in which they lived. 


MR. ZANGWILL ON THE JEWISH POSITION. 


Under the auspices of the London Socialist-Territorialist Orgarisation, Dr’ 
Joseph Kruk delivered a lecture last Sunday at the Monnickendam Kooms on 
“Jewish Emancipation—Past and Present.” Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWiILL presided. 

Mr. ZANCWILL, who was received with great cheering by the crowded 
audience, made some references to the great event in Russia, and commented 
upon the scanty reports in that day s newspapers of the great demonstration at 
the Aibert Hall on the previous evening. He said that he had never despaired that 
ultimately the Russian people would free themselves from slavery. He was 
prepared, after the war, to gO throughout the country to champion the cause of 
the Jews in Russia. It would have been cowardly on the part of England 
to have said that she was fighting for the rights of small nations 
and that the Jews in Russia should have been ceprived.of their rights. 
Now, however, the Russian people had freed themselves from slavery and the 
Jewish position in that country had naturally changed. In his Speech at the 
Albert Hall he referred to the remarkable part the Jewish “DBund” had taken in 
the freeing of Russia from its chains of tyranny. They had every reason to be 
proud of those heroic young Jews. He asked the audience to rise in honour of 
the memory of all those who perished in the cause of freedom. It was good to 
know that they did not die in vain. The Russian Revolution was a gigantic event in 
history, the effect of which would be felt on all other countries. 
He hoped that Germany would imitate Russia. (Cheers.) But the Jewish 
problem had not been solved through the Russian Revolution The 
Jew must make his own bistory, and now was the time for the Jews in 
Russia to become a free people. The Russian Jews, he hoped, would not become 
like the Jews in the Western countries of Europe, who, because of their freedom, 
had given up their Jewishness. He was sure that they were not going to be like 
some English Jews, a second-rate imitation of the cold English heart. Indeed 
the English hearts were warmer than were some of those Jews. In Russia, be 
thought that could not be so, because there the safety lay in numbers and the Jews 
would remain Tews. (Cheers.) . 

Dr. Krux then delivered his lecture, in the course of which he gave bistorical 
outlines of the Jewish emancipation in various countries in different periods 

At the close of Dr. Kruk’s address, Mr. ZANGWILL said that al! be bad 
written and done during the war on behalf of the Jewish people he had done 
as an Englishman who felt that it was unworthy of England to be in alliance with 
Tsarism. Soon after the outbreak of the war, he approached the Foreign Office on 
several occasions to use its influence with the Russian Government to grant equal

were being carried on. During the Russian march through Poland, when dread- 
ful things were happening to Jews, be bad written an article under the title “ The 
Steam-Koller,” in which he said that there was no reason to fear that Russia 
would conclude a separate peace with Germany if something were said against 
Russian barbarism, because such a peace would only be concluded by a Russian 
bureaucracy. The Russian people, however, would bring about a revolution. 
But the Government, prohibited the publication of that article, which he 
intended to print now. Touching upon the agitation against Kussian Jews in 
this country, he said that the time might come when Russian Jews would 
form a union to free the Jews in England. He further dwelt upon the 
attitude of the Jewish Members of Parliament, who never protested against 
the indignity of not being allowed to goto Russia. They should have resigned 
as a protest against such discrimination. He had always feared that if Kussia 
obtained Constantinople no Jew would be allowed to enter there. He himself 
had on many occasions been invited to go to Russia, but he refused the privilege 
that would have been granted to him as long as it was denied to other Jews. Now, 
however, he hoped to visit Russia. In conclusion, he expressed the hope that in 
a free Russia Jews would be able to develop their national individuaiity and live 
a real jewish life. 


Dr, JOCHELMAN proposed, and Mr. PiLicnowsky seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the speakers. 

Messages of congratulation were sent to M. Kerensky (the Russian Minister 
of Justice) and Deputy Friedman. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill was one of the speakers at a meeting held on Saturday 
night at the Royal Albert Hall to greet the Revolution. As a representative of 
the people in Russia that suffered most, he said that he gladly welcomed the 
opportunity of speaking there in honour of Russian freedom. He made refer- 
ence to the Jewish situation in Russia in the past, mentioning the various pogroms 
and general persecutions. He paid a warm tribute to the Jewish heroes, notably 
to the “ Bund,” for their contribution to the long struggle for freedom. Touching 
on the subject of Russian-born Jews in Great Britain and military service, Mr. 
Zang will said that many Russian Jews would perhaps join the English forces. 
seeing that England was fightiug together with a free Russia, but England could 
not give up that ancient institution, the right of asylum, and force people who had 
come here into the Army. In his concluding remarks, Mr. Zangwill said that he 
was not going to thank the new Russian Government for freeing his people, but 
he wanted tocongratulate them, and he rejoiced at the thought that by doing soa 
great burden had been iilted from the noble Russian souls upon whom the treat- 


ment of Jews in their country weighed so heavily, as well as the burden from his 
people in Russia, 


EQUALITY OF ALL‘ CITIZENS. 

A Wireless Press telegram from Petrograd, dated Saturday, states :— 

The Minister of Justice has completed a Lill granting equality of rights to 
Russian citizens of all nationalities excepting naturalised Germans, and ab dlishing 
all the limitations under the old régime concerning the rights of property, exercise 
of trades, and governing the eniry into State schools and services. 

This is the most important action which the Provisional Governmeat has 
taken to date concerning internal policy, and is greeted by all with enthusiasm. 

AN IMPORTANT ASSET IN THE ALLIES’ CAUSE. 

In a communication from Petrograd the Special Correspondent of the Dai’y 
Telegraph writes :— 

The Government has drafted, and is about to promulgate, another measure 
which, besides closing the period of barsh and bitter injustice, will give 
a powerful stimulus to economic progress in Russia. This measure is 
the abolition of all restrictions, whether political or educational, economic 
or legal, imposed on national or religious grounds. It is the Jews 
who are most affected by the new measure, and in a less degree the 
Ukrainians, Poles, Mohammedans, and other nationalities. The reconciliation 
of the Jews to Russia is a most important asset in the cause of the Allies, and a 
very considerable factor in the solution of the Jewish problem througbout the 
world. It 1s impossible to estimate how much of the opposition to the Entente 
cause, both in Allied and neutral countries, was due to Jews rendered inveterately 
hostile to Russia by her unremitting oppression. True, many Jews were far- 
sighted enough to see that the just elements in our cause would triumph in the 
end, but on the whole, the Jewish opposition was one of the most serious and 
subtle dangers we had to reckon with. 

In Russia itself the Jewish problem was greatly aggravated by the war, and 
in the chaos of conflicting passions it seemed incredible that any issue could be 
found. The effects of this emotional conflict and: of the attitude to the Jews so 
assiduously cultivated by the old régime, will not immediately die away. Diffi- 
culties remain, but the sting is taken out of the Jewish problem in Russia. The 
ficid is open now, The degrading results of the congestion of the Jewish population 
in the Pale and the exclusion of the Jews from the privileges of citizenship will cease. 
The power in Russian national life of the commercial attitude of the Jews will find 
abundant application in the economic development of the new and greater Russia. 
and ia free competition and co-operation with other nationalities the Jews will be 
able to find their rightful place. The harsh and intolerable restrictions of the old 
Russian Government once removed, we shall be able to see the real dimensions of 


the Jewish problem; we shail see whether there really is any serious Jewish 
problem after ail.

will lie down with the kid. It certainly needs a romantic flight of fancy 
anda wonderful stretch of imaginatiou to picture such a change in the 
nature of the animal world.

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John Sargent's “Israel and the Law." This painting, which represents 
israel as a child receiving the Torah from God, is truly indicative of Israel's 
mission. The angels on each side of the picture, who, with half-drawn 
swords in their hands, stand as protectors of Israel and of the Law, repre- 
sent an undying truth. Surely no weapon forged against Israel's Law— 
against true civilisation—will in the end succeed. The ideals of Judaism 
niust ultimately shine before the world. 

Israel—so said Jehudah Halevi—will endure for ever. The essentials 
of Israel's faith will likewise cndure. The thinkers of other faiths recognise 
this fact perhaps more fully than we ourselves. They realise that it is 
isracl who rescued mankind from paganism. “The Jew,” wrote Count 
Tolsto:, ‘is that sacred being who has brought down from Heaven the 
everlasting fire and has illuminated with it the entire world. The Jew is 
he who carries around everywhere the divine idea and imakes it the 
possession of the whole world. The Jew has been for a long time the sole 
keeper and protector of the divine idea. He is the religious source, spring, 
and fountain out of which all the rest of the peoples have drawn their 
beliefs and their religions. Had it’ not been for the Jew, all the other 
nations would have remained idol-worshippers to this day." The Jew, he 
goes cn to say, has been chosen by God to keep and preserve Hlis Law. 
It is the Jew who first produced the oracles of ‘God. It is the Jew who 
bas been the guardian of prophecy, and who transmitted it to the rest of 
the world, The Jew is the symbol of absoluteequality, the emblem ct civil 
and religious toleration, the constant follower of true civilisattop-— the 
torch bearer, the banner-carrier, and the public expoundes of light, hberty, 
and learning.”’ 

it is questionable whether Israel really feels this mission 
it is to be hoped, that Israel had such a mission in the past. [ut is he so 
confident that he has a mission to-day? Does he feel that it is Isracl's task 
to-day to exercise a religious and moral influence over the world at large ? 
Docs he really feel that the very purpose of Israel's existence is to establish 
the kingdom of heaven upon earth? Does he honestly believe that we are 
a *-kingdom of priests,"’ chosen by God for the blessedness of the wor'd ? 
it is really only when non-Jews remind us of this sacred obligation on ove 
part that we think of it at all, though to be sure the lestival ritual reminds 
us ouce more that God has chosen us from all peoples and exalted us above 
all tongues, obviously in order that we might exhibit to the world a rei gion 
of truth and an elevated morality. That, indeed, is what Sir Edwad 
Russell meant when he pleaded, a few montlis ago, for an invigorated Jewish 
consciousness in Jewry. The tunction of the Jew is to strive to overthrow 
the forces of barbarism and materialism, and to spread the principles of 
true religion, of justice and righteousness, of brotherhood atid peace. Ile 
is to do this not by ne hods of conversion—or, as the Jewist CHRONICLE 
would call it, pervession-—but by loyally identifying himself with his race 
and faith, by faithfully adhering to the cardinal principles which it pro 
claims, and so exhibiting to the world a life of purity and truth, of integrity 
and uprightness. Israel's mission will be nearer to fulfilment when the hfe 
of the Jew will be so sanctified that, in the memorable words of the late 
Chief Rabbi, the world will say not “rich as a Jew," nor < clever as a Jew,” 
but “ upright as a Jew,” “ God-fearing as a Jew. 

‘No festival in Jewry makes a greater appeal for an invigorated Jewish 
consciousness than does Passover. The festival of Freedom should make 
us cherish our historic traditions. It should make us do something to 
revitalise the dormant sparks of spirituality in the present generation. Let 
us not be so pessimistic as to imagine that there is not a great reserve of 
real.religious fervour ia Jewry to-day. Let us not idealise the past at the 
expense of the present and contrast the religious indifference of to-day 
with the “ good old times” of the past. The burning words of Israei’s 
prophets provide suthcient evidence that there was a good deal of trreligien, 
too, tn the days of old. Besides, there are many indications of religions 
vitality to-day, which are certainly encouraging When we read of large 
sums of money being subscribed in Russia for the purpose of buying sacred 
literature for the refugees, when we read of the organising in Warsaw of 
classes where three hundred Melamdim are studying the teaching of Polish, 
Hebrew, and Jewish ethics in order to equip themselves for the task of 
imparting instruction to the young, when we read of tke project of publishing 
a London edition of the Talmud with additional commentaries by modera 
scholars, when we are told that in America there are Jewish libraries and 
seminaries and Yeshiboths, a Jewish Historical Society and a Pablication 
Society, when we read that this latter organisation, with the co-operation of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis, has issued a new [:nglish transla. 
tion of the Bible, naturally free from the drawbacks of the authorised or 
the revised versions with their forced Christological translations, and on 
the contrary, infused with the spirit of Jewish teaching, we cannot altogether 
despair. Judaism is not dead. There is still a good deal of enthusiasm. 
Perhaps, however, some new methods are hecesssary in order to revitalise 
this enthusiasm. Mrs. Herbert D. Cohen, the President of the Society for 
the Distribution of Jewish Literature, is justifiably surprised that Anglo- 
Jewry has no publishing press or organisation forthe provision of books and 
pamphlets. The filling of such a gap is surely one possible direction 
towards communal progress. The dearth of proper text-books is not the 
principal reason for the religious laxity among young Israel. Parental 
example and conscientious teaching ought perhaps to render text. books not 
so essential. At the same time better results would certainly be obtained 
if more suitable literature were in the hands of parents, teachers, ard 
children. It might help us to become more conscious of our historic voca- 
tion.

LIGHT OF FREEDOM. 


These word:, applicable to every Passover celebration, which sheds 
upon the bum*!est Jewish dwelling the light of domestic happiness and 
religious joy, has a tremendous significance for the present festival. Never 
piraaps, stace the Israelites emerged from the bondage of Egypt have 
they been realised in so wonderful a manner. For this Passover, which 
witnesses the dramatic downfall of the modern Pharaoh and his court, 
once more strikes the golden hour of freedom for persecuted Isracl in one 
of the classic lands of his oppression. What for centuries we have wist 
fully looked torward to as the 7'AY2ADS is now an accomplished fact. After 
a lapse ot more than three thousand years, the ancient miracle 
has repeated itself, bringing light out of the surrounding gloom 
into every Jewish dwelling. Lor freedom is light, as slavery is darkness. 
~ The people that walked in darkness have seeu a great light, they that 
dwelt in the land ofthe shadow of death, upon them hath the light shined.” 
As we recall the kideous scenes ot horror amidst which countless previous 
Passovers have been observed by Russian Jewry, when we bethink our 
selves of the nights of anxious watching which the 8°70’ ?°? has signified 
ihn the past for uullions of Russia’s Jews, and contrast with them the new 
era o| security which the wonderful events of the last month have opened 
up, we experience av unbounded sense of elation and gratitude. Lltisa 
few song’ that we shall sing this evening, a2 new meaning that 
we Shall read into the words of our Seder ritual as we lift up the 
cup of thanksgiving and say: “Therefore we are in duty bound to 
praise, glorify, extol and honour Him who performed for us, as well as 
tor our forefathers, all these wonders. He has brought us forth from bond 

to treedom, from sorrow to joy, from mourning to festival, from dark 
ness to bright Nght; and trom slavery to redemption.” We are living ita 
unstable times, whea the events of one day may be entirely reversed 
by those of the next. Nevertheless it is safe to say that whatever 
may be the more or less immediate outcome of the Russian cataclysm, it 
epeils the ulumate deliverance of six millions of Israelites—ten times the 
numer that came out of Egypt-—from a thraldom which seemed to render 
And ot.a larger number 
in redeeming half of the Jewish race from slavery and worse; the 
evolution sends a certain message of hope to every countsy in .the world 
i which Jews are still oppressed, to which the light of freedom and justice 
has not yet penetrated. That message expresses-ilself in the words of th: 
Hiebrow prophet: “Comfort ye, comfort ye, my people, saith your God 
Speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, and cry unto her, that her warfare is 
accomplisied, that her iniquity is pardoned; that she bath received of the 
Lord's band double for all her sins.” 


NOT WITHOUT ANXIETY,

or liberty bas its dangers as well as its 
We know that the Israelites were redeemed from Egypt for 
one purpose only, in order that they nright serve the God of their fathers. 
Liberty is religion's first condition; but it is only an opportunity for retizion, 
it does not assure religion. Even to the Israelites in the free desert it did 
not at once bring the object of their redemption. At the very foot of Sinai, 
where freedom was to translate itself into law, they broke out into licence. 
‘Tincre were no taskmasters to coerce them into idolatry, they could do as 
they pleased, and they cose the worship of idols. Judaism has often 
sulfered more from emancipation than from intolerance. 
has been regarded as the stronghold of the Jewish faith. What will be the 
cif ct of the downfall cf its prison walls? Freedom involves two choices— 
the freedom to observe and the freedom to neglect.

silver and gold, and serve Ged—not their own national God, but the God 
of ali nations—with one consent. 

A miscorception sometimes met with ia the idea that the missionary 
aspe«t of Judaism is a doctrine of Reform rather than of Orthodox Judaism. 
jut this 1s more apparent than real. It may be true that one phase of 
Liberal Judai m, which lays small stress on Israel's. ceremonial laws, feels 
that Judaism has become thereby a religion that can be more easily 
shared by all men. The fact, too, that the majority of Liberal Jews 


(though oot al!) are oppesed to Jewish aationalism would also seem to. 


indicate a greater consciousness, in the Liberal Jew, of a religious mission. 
Ii ts true that Liberal Judaism, regarding Judaism asa universal rather than 
a national religion, advocates the neglect of a purely national festival like 
Purim, and in recommending the observance of Passover lays more stress 
on the human and universal than on the national aspect. But the con- 
ception of Israel's mission is not the exclusive property of Liberal 
Judaism. It is the conception of the Pentatench and the Prophets. 
It was, and is, the conception of the “Orthodox” jew—a con- 
ception frequently given utterance to in his prayers. Nor is it in 
any way opposed to the Zionism of the Prophets--the true 
Jewish nationalism. If Israel is to be a Nation, heis tobe“ a holy natiou.” 
His kingdom must be “a Kingdom of Priests.” The Zion of his hopes 
must be a spiritual centre, a home of Jewish culture and Hebrew learning, 
a home froin which spiritual forces will radiate. If Israel will be able to 
live its own life over again in Palestine, may it not be better able “to 
redeem its own soul?” Will it, then, not be better able to continue its 
mis ion to the world—to bring mankind to religious ideals ? 

Passover is pre eminently the national festival of the Jew. 
it strengthens his national hopes. But the uliimate aim of all his hopes is 
the promotion of the spiritual progress of the world. Israel's mission in 
dispersion or as a nation is the same—to speed the day when “ many 
nations shall come and say, Come, let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, 
aid to the Hause of the God of Jacob, and He will teach us of His ways, 


and we will walk in His paths, for the law shall go forth from Zion, and tbe 
word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” ,

As the outcome of the recent conference in Bethnal Green on the Aliens 
question, a large and influential deputation waited upon the members of larhia- 
ment for East End constituencies at the Howse of Commons on Monday week. 
Those attending represented East London Borough Counci!s and Tribunals, and 
members of the London County Council. Delegates were also present from 
Hackney, Finsbury, Bermondsey, Southwark, and other boroughs. In the 
absence of Sir Albert Spicer, Sir Epwin CORNWALL, M.P. for North-East 
Bethnal Green, presided. 

Several members of the deputation emphasised the importance of the Govern- 
ment doing something, and that quickly, to allay the feeling that existed in the 
East End. Councillor J. T. Evans (Stepney), said that the protest was not anti- 
Semitic, for English Jews also were sutiering 

Sir Epwarp Situ said that he happened to be Chairman of one of the largest 
Benches in London, and he was astounded at the number of Jews who were in this 
country, and who had got hold of public- houses, making the plea before the Tribunal 
that they had got their money in the business. It was allhumbug. The Bench 
had agreed not to allow any Russian or any Polish Jew, who could not prove to 
them that there were other reasons, to obtain a licence when he applied for one 
or for a renewal. These men were not political refugees, though their parents 
might have been. They would see them that night at the Oxford and the Empire. 
He did not give way to strong feeling, but in Bethnal Green and East London 
there was the strongest possible resentment, and he should not be surprised if 
they had riots and outbreaks if that kind of thing went on. The feeling was so 
strong that he asked the London members to take it earnestly into their considera- 
tion and bring pressure to bear in the proper quarter. If they took the matter up 
boldly they would have the hearty support of the great majority of the people of 
London. 

The CHatrRMAN said that of course the Members of Parliarsent present were 
bound to be impressed, apart from the knowledge that they possessed themselves, 
with the serious position in the East End of London with regard to aliens, [he 
fact that Sir Edward Smith, who was Chairman of the Bench for the whole of 
the Tower Division, came there with severa) Mayors of the East End and others 

‘engaged in public work, must. have very great weight with them, because it 
obviously was not just a “got-up” kind of deputation on some passing 
phase of social ‘life or political question. It was a matter of great concern 
to them all. On behalf of his colleagues, he thanked the deputation for 
putting the matter beforethem in the way they bad done. It was very helpful 
to them in their responsible position as Members of Parliament for London; and 
if the deputation would be good enough to furnish them with notes of the 
speeches made, the London members would at once form themselves into a depu- 
tation and ask Mr. Lonar Law andthe responsible Ministers to see them, and 
they would convey to them what that deputation had been able to tell them that 
afternoon. He thought that was the best course to adopt, and they would not 
delay in making those representatiors.

brethren choose? Judaism has always and everywhere survived persecu- 
tion. Can it survive emancipation? One thing alone will save it from 
extinction—the light which, till now, bas burned in Jewish homes, the light 
of religious education, the warm glow of religious observance. We must 
see to it—we in England, too, who have long enjoyed the blessings of perfect 
freedom—that our homes continue to be Jewish homes, that we are not 
blinded by the dazzling light of freedom to the light of God's law which in 
the centuries of dark oppression illumined the habitations of Israel. 
Every recurring Passover calls us to revive the Jewish sentiment. 
Let us see to it that our children are made to understand the vital tenets of 
a religion which has been a light to the vorld, that they are made familiar 
with their eventful history, that they come to comprehend the meaning and 
importance of their separation, so that instead of chafing at it as a draw- 
back they will welcome it as a privilege. Our hope lies in those who will 
succeed us, who will take the torch from our hand and transmit it to future 
generations. This is the age of freedom. It is freedom for which we are 
hghting, for the downfall of autocracies and the triumph of enlightened 
goveroment. Are we Jews ready forit? Noris the home the only place 
which the light of the Jewish faith can illumine.

Unholy desires, evil passion: » 
sinful thoughts are so many enemies of the inner life which shut out the 
light of heaven and spread darkness in their wake. Such thoughts 
and inclinations enslave a man's nature; they prove themselves harder 
taskmasters than ever the Israelites encountered in Egypt. It was to free 
them from moral tyranny that our ancestors were redeemed in ancient days: 
“Tam the Lord thy God that brought thee out of the land of Evypt, out of 
the house of bondage ; thou shalt have no other gods before me.” “bor 
unto me the children of Israel are servants, they are my servants whom | 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt, 1 am the Lord your God.” And as 
God sent Mos:; and Aaron to lead our ancestors into freedom, so He has 
given us two messengers of light to illumine our way—reason and con- 
science.’ They are “the lamp of the Lord which searcheth all the ianer- 
most parts of the heart.” The ancient law which ruled that no servant 
should be allowed to partake of the Passover holds good to-day. We must 
throw off the fetters of moral slavery and become free men before we can 
be accounted werthy to celebrate the festival of freedom. As the pious 
Jew makes preparation for the feast by kindling a taper with which he 
explores every recess of his dwelling in which leaven may lurk, so with the 
light of reason and conscience let us institute a search of our 
inner selves, and remove every moral impurity for which we should 
have cause te blush if it were exposed to the light of day. Ina 
larger sense, the world outside of us is our dwelling. In our relations 
to this outer world we show whether we are truly free or enslaved, whether 
we are ruled by “ dark forces”’ or the powers of light. For most of us life 
is a struggle, filled with cares and anxieties which weigh us down to earth. 
lew of us are frec in a material sense; life imposes upon us a heavy yoke 
of slavery. But the servitude in which most of us earn our daily bread is a 
wholesome condition. The God who imposes it upon us is the God of our 
salvation. The burdens of life none of us can escape; in shouldering 
them we become free men in the highest sense, masters of our fate, if we 
have not forfeited our spiritual independeaoce. But slaves are they whio 
sell themselves to the world for, material gain, who sacrifice their soul's 
treedom for a pleasure-loving existence, who barter their spiritual birth- 
right for a mess of pottage. The selfish egotist, who regards himself as the 
centre of the universe around. whom everybody and everytbing must of 
necessity revolve, who has no concern for anything outside his own 
interests and desires, such a one sits in a prison-house of darkness whic! 
he himself has constructed; he shuts a door upon himself which he can 
with difficulty open. He is such a one as the Prophet's words have in 
view: ~ Woe unto him that buildeth his house by unrighteousness, and lis 
chambers by injustice; that useth his neighbour's service without wages, 
and giveth him not bis hire.’ Against such unrighteousness and injustice 
the institution of the Passover is an eternal protest. 
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ISRAEL’S SERVITUDE: ITS CAUSE.*

“And it came to pass in those days, when Moses was grown up, that 
he went out unto his brethren, and looked on their burdens." So we read 
in the Sedrah of to-day; but the words are not quite so simple as they 
seem.. What object bad Moses in view when he went out to see the burdens 
under which his brothers were groaning? He wasa tender-hearted man; 
it pained him even to know that his kinsmen were suffering, and this pain 
-would surely be intensified by coming into actual contact with their misery. 
The ties that bound him to these hard-pressed slaves were not severed or 
loosened by the accident which had placed him in so tavourable a position. 
It was his brothers who cowered under the taskmaster's lash, and he Knew 
and felt they were his own flesh and blood. Why, then, did he go out to 
look upon their burdens? Of what use would it be to him or them? The 
rabbis clearly grasped the force of this question, for some of them attempt 
to answer it by supposing that Moses did not go merely to look at the 
Hebrews toiling for Pharaoh, but to help. He assisted the aged, eo they 
say, who staggered under the too heavy load placed upon them. But there 
is no authority in the text for this supposition. Others of the rabbis offer a 
better explanation; but before revealing what it is we must consider 
another incident in the same narrative. 

Moses beheld an Egyptian taskmaster brutally ill-treating a Hebrew 
‘slave. Thesight madechis blood boil, and in a moment of -righteons indig- 
nation he struck ‘the Egyptian, and the blow killed him. There was no 
hnman witoess ofthe act.except the ill.used «Hebrew, so Moses hid the 
dead body inthe.sand. The feliowing day he again went to see how his 
-brotbers. were faring ; when he noticed two Hebrews quarrelling. Le 


.  *Sermoniepoken at the Birmingham Syuagogue, Tebeth 19th, 1917. 
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) approached them and gently rebuked the one who seemed to be the 
aggressor: ‘‘wherefore smitest thou thy fellow?" The reply Moses 
received was very rude: "Who made thee a prince and a judge over us? 
Thinkest thou to kill me as thou killedst the Egyptian ?"’ (n hearing this, 
we are told, Moses was greatly distressed and exclaimed 7379 07) 28 
“ Surely the matter is known!"’ What did Moses mean by these words: 
The first answer that naturally suggests itself is that Moses thought that 
his encounter with the Egyptian had become public property. But that 
explanation is not so self-evident as it at first seems. It would have been 
quite possible for the Hebrews have known of Moses’ act without it 
getting to the ears of the Egyptians, in which case there would bave been 
no cause for fear. The Midrash throws a new light on both these passages. 
When Moses went forth to look upon

he had an altogether different purpose in view. 2°) 1273 Won 
730 AD. “Moses was puzzling over this 


problem. Why was Israel alone of all the peoples in so sorry a plight ?"» Mow 
was it that only the Hebrews were in bondage? Egypt was master overa 
number of peoples, but treated no other tribe or nation with such severity. 
What, then, could have been the cause of this difference in treatment? 
| What had Israel done to deserve so cruel a fate? That was the perplex 
iug question which Moses kept revolving ia his mind; and to find the 
solution he determined to go amongst his brethren, to notice their conduct, 
) and thus discover their burden—not the burden imposed by Egypt, but the 
| burden self-imposed. He discovered what it was on the second day when 


he found two Hebrews quarrelling, and when he was told by one of them: 
“Who made theea prince anda judge over us?” Then it was that 
Moses said ‘3°77 P32 [3% “Now is the matter known to me'— 
now is the reason plain why Israel isin servitude, and God dogs not 
hasten to the rescue. As the Midrash has it WOR 
BANS “When Moses heard the remark of the 
Hebrew he exclaimed. The tongue of evil is in their midst; how can they 
be fit for redemption 73°77 2793 [38 139. “ Therefore, he said, 
surely the matter is known’ "—meaning OF 737 
OnayNe. “* Now I know on what account they are in bondage.’ 

How much richer in its practical teaching does the narrative become 
in the light of the Rabbinic interpretation! On a_ former 
occasion I related the story of the Midrash, where a man came into the 
| market-place of a city and declared that he had the elixir of life for sale, 


which would cure all man's ills and make him eternally happy. The 
wonder-working medicine consisted of the passage of the Psalms 
commencing, 7307 73) YONA “ Who is the man that 
' desires life? Guard thy tongue from evil.’ I tried to show how the 
: possession of a tongue of evil does ruin a man's chance of happiness. 
7 Now we cee that what is true of the individual is also true of a people. 
Israel was in servitude under the Egyptians because the tongue of evil was 
in their midst, because there was a backbiting among them—petty jealousy, 
quarrels and strife. Israel is in servitude to-day for precisely the same 
reason; and Israel will continue in servitude so long as this radical tault 
remains with them. 
lLiow was it that Nebuchadnezzar successfully warred against Israel 
and destroyed the First Temple? Because he had to fight not against a 
united nation, but a divided nation. The country had split into two. 


Palestine harboured two distinct kingdoms. Two kings reigned over the 
Hebrew nations,

and trying to injure each other. With what result? One was conquered 
by Assyria, the other by Babylon. How was it that the Romans 
were able to break through the walls of Jerusalem and burn the Second 
Temple? because those inside the city were divided into factions, spied 
upon one another, slandered one another; and each party tried to weaken 
the other. Why is Israel such a nonentity among the peoples of the world 
to-day, despised and rejected of nen? Because instead of there being 
unity and cohesion in their midst, instead ot helping one another to resist the 
common enemy 07°23 £277 The tongue of evil is in their midst.” 
The Jews in one country despise the Jews who reside in another country. 
Even in the same land, one section of Jews looks down upon another section 
with contempt. We find at the present day American Jewry hurling 
recriminations at Anglo-Jewry and vice versa. Is it any wonder that we 
are languishing in golus, that Jewry is suffering galling servitude, that 
there is still “ The Jewish Question " awaiting solution ? 

If our long and chequered career has anything at all to teach us it is 
surely the imperative need of unity, brotherly love and sympathy, mutual 
support. Yet we deliberately ignore this plain teaching of our history and 
persist in our ruinous mode of conduct, even at a time when its dangers are 
most to be apprehended. Why, the lower animals seem to be superior to 
us in this respect. When God brought the flood upon the world and Noah 
built the Ark, specimens of every kind of animal were taken therein. In 
the Ark for weeks were huddled together the wildest of animals and 
the mildest: then in truth did the lion lie down with the lamb. Why? 
Because they felt instinctively that their safety depended upon peace. 
Outside the Ark was death; inside alone was safety, and one essential to 
their safety was that the ferocious animals should subdue their ferocity. 
Travellers who have journeyed in wild country often narrate that when a 
storm comes on, all kinds of animals will crouch together for safety 
amidst the trees and not harm each other. Not so Israel. The 
storm may rage outside, but Jews will not forego their petty spite, 
the tongue of evil will work as energetically as ever, slander will 
be eagerly taken up and passed on, private enmities will be allowed to 
affect communal or national interests. 22799 Y712}28 “Surely the matter 
is known!" Why express surprise that the Hebrews are still groaning 
under their berdens, that the taskmaster'’s whip still cuts into the flesh of 
the Jew, that we: have to build treasure-cities for a Pharaoh, not. for 
ourselves?) The reason is plain. Why murmur that God does not hear our 


cry for deliverance, that we pray and pray for the redemption, but it is as 
far off as ever? The reason is plain. 


: ARE WE FIT FOR FREEDOM? 
Are we worthy of liberty? Can we live together in union, help each other 
in our difficulties, love one another? Can we still “the evil tongue,” contro! 
our personal ambitions, subdue our jealousies? Can we stand-shoulder to 
shoulder to contend with our common foe, compose our ‘trivial differences 


| in view of the mighty problems that confront us and demand our united 
efforts? Upon the answer to these questions depends the possibility of 
Israel's release from servitude to-day. So long as it is possible to see Twe 
Hebrews quarrelling '’—that means, Jewry divided into mutually hostile 
parties, at a time when the Egyptian stands over them with the lash in his 
hand—so long will the 77*2 “ the redemption " we yearn for remain notbing 
but an empty dream. But with unity, with peace and good feeling, the 
future would immediately become less cloudy and threatening. 

How many times a day do we pray for DY?! peace" in the midst 
of Israel—peace, which is the opposite of “the evil tongue,” the stirrer 
up of malice and enmity? How many times daily do we pray for it? 
Do we, however, give a thought to what we pray for; do we ever 
try to give cftect to this prayer? -Do we even want it answered? Judging 
from our conduct, the answer is clearly “no,"’ and our supplication is 
nothing but vain words. When we dare to offer up to God every day such 
a petition as “Grant abundant peace unto Israel Thy people for ever,” 
and by our actions make the answer to the prayer, humanly speaking, aa 
impossibility, our Judaism becomes a sham. When shall we learn to 
abandon practices which have involved us so often in ruin and misery? 
When shall we learn the true value of harmony and co-operation? To- 
day more than ever before, when the whole future of Jewry hangs quiver- 
ing in the balance, do we need to keep constantly before our eyes the words 
of the [33rd Psalm: “ Behold how good and how pleasant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity; for there—where there is unity only—hathb the 
Lord appoiated a blessing, life for all eternity. 


PASSOVER THOUGHTS FROM PALESTINE. 


‘From A ZIONIST CORRESPONDENT WITH THE EGYPTIAN Forces 


After a year spent in the wilderness of Sinai, wandering as our ancestors 
wandered when they came out of Egypt, from well to well, | am vow at 
length within the borders of Palestine and in the land of Judab. And I 
shall celebrate the Passover this year, if not in Jerusalem, at any rate in 
Eretz Yisrael. I have had that joy before, but now there will be for me 
a new feeling of fulfilment. For I come as a member of a host which 
brings in its train not only material good, but the great blessings 
of order, justice, and liberty. And for all of us there is the common 
feeling and assurance that we are preparing the way for the return 
of the ancient People to the land of its fathers. “ This year here, next 
year in the land of Israel; this year serfs, next year freemen." Thus we 
have opened the Seder service year after year, and at its close we have 
prayed to eat again of the fruits of our land and to rejoice in the rebuilding 
of our city. The prayer which for many had fallen to the level of an empty 
formula, now at last approaches to fulfilment, ' speedily in our days."" The 
strong hand and the outstretched arm of Providence are again manifest 
to-day directing the children of Israel to freedom, and he must, indeed, be 


before bis eyes. 

As we have marched from the waste spaces of Sinai to the fruitful 
plain of Sharon, it has been borne in on us all, Jew and Gentile alike, that 
this little country is blessed of God, a goodly tract snatched from the 
desert. Yet it is to-day for the most part strangely empty... Here in the 
South we pass mile after mile of pasture-lands and barley fields, and the 
villages are few. The vagrant Bedawin, who once were here, bave gone 
afield. And we have brought the foundations of a fresh prosperity for the 
land, railways and roads, pipe lines and telegraphs. [It needs but resolute 
men to make this land of promise a land of plenty and we know that such 
men are already settled in the land ahead of us. The Jewish Yishub in 
Palestine, the outpost of the remnant that longs for return, has endured the 
stern test of war, and is holding sturdily to its fields and its schools, facing 
every peril and superior to any momentary discouragement. 

If all the congregation of [Israel could be gathered on these bills that 
form the present frontier between Egypt and I’alestine, and look down on 
the green meadows and flowing fields stretching away to the North and the 
East, they would surely feel as did their ancestors aforetime and as we 
here to-day do, the irresistible appeal of the land to come and inbabit it. 
Not only will the homeless thousands here find a home, but the stricken 
soul of Judaism will here find rest and renew its youth. 

If we will but think and act as free men and not as serfs, if we will 
throw aside the craven fear of being great and will the re-establishment ot 
our national life, then under the sure guidance of Providence this 
Passover shall in very fact inaugurate an era of liberty and well-being for 
the whole House of Israel.

A NOTABLE PRESENTATION. 


At the conclusion of the weekly meeting of the Cinema Commission held at 
the Institute of Civil Engineers on Monday, Kabbi Prof. Dr. Hermann Gollancz 
was the recipient of an illuminated address signed by representatives of University 
and educational bodies and philanthropic and social movements. 

The Bisnor or BikMINGHAM presided, Hesaid: Thisis no longer a sitting 
of the Commission, but a sitting of friends, and the closest friends, of one par- 
ticular member of the Commission. who, in some respects, is the youngest of us, 
though I suppose as regards years he would not allow that claim to be made for 
him. Bat Prof. Gollancz, to whom I refer, is one who is dear to us, not merely 
as a member of this Commission, though of his value in that respect we can speak 
very highly indeed, but he is the friend of us all because, first of all, of our know- 
ledge oi the earnest devotion he gives to the work he undertakes. It is not for 
me to speak of his ministry, although I beliéve no man has been more faithful 
than he has. I speak of him as a man who takes a deep, loving, personal 
mterest in the welfare of his fellow-creatures, and that, after all, is to me about 
the highest qualification that a man can possess, to care for the well-being of 
those among whom he lives, to try in every possible way to make his bit of tne 
world the better for his having lived in it and the bappier for his having lived init. 
I think I might put that down as almost the moito of Prof. Gollancz's life. 
Fhose of us who have met him, well, we are always brighter after we have met 
him, and | might say that | treat him with the utmost frivolity.and I do. it 
because when I am with him I can become perfectly gatural, for hecan enjoy a 
‘joke and take an interest in the small things, and this is what makes things go 
more pleasantly and easily. He is known to us as a great social worker, and one 
of the pleasures of my life in connection with the Council of Public Morals is that 
one is enabled to meet, in the work of trying to help social conditions and moral 
conditions, one is allowed to meet so many men with whom one bas not always 
seen eye.to eye in other matters. he brotherhood among men is a matter for 

which we should all b2 striving and no man does strive more than Professor 


Gollancz. One does not like to touch at any length on that wonderful 
race to which he belongs, a race whose history is of the most 
mtense interest and a race that is so patriotic and loyal to the country 
which does what it can to treat it reasonably and in a proper manner 
| only heard two or three days ago that the percentage of Jewish people 
in the Army was higher than the percentage of any other set of people in 
Sonnection with our Army, and 1 think that is a very gloriousthing. It shows that 
patriotic men, although not belonging to us perhaps, except in some cases by 
, feel they are rightly treated in this country, and that is a race which has 
had the experience of being so cruelly aad wrongly treated in other countries. 
One of the glories of England is that that great race can always feel itself 
absolutely at home and among brothers whereverthe Union Jack flies. When this 
s SO we get the very best of the work out of the men, for if you treat people 


properly they give of their best, which would not be the caseif they were crabbed or 
shackled or bowed down ; and when you show them you want to be their brothers, 
they want to be your brother. Well, Professor Gollancz, it is to me a great pleasure 
that I should be President of the National Council! of Public Morals when this 
forty-fifth anniversary of your ministryarrives. Forty-five years is a considerable 
space of time, and the experience you have gained throughout those years has 
been very variéd; must bave been varied. You have worked in very diiferent 
parts of even our great Metropolis. You were professing just nowto want to know 
something about the East End, but am I altogether mistaken in, considering that 
Dalston, for instance, is somewhere verging towards the East End of London, and 
you were there, and you have been in the North pf London a good deal? You 
bave been practically everywhere around this great London of ours and have 
everywhere left the impression of good work, and you have also won friends 
everywhere you have gone, and it is your friends to-day who are testifying to their 
respect for you by this presentation which I am to make to you after, at any rate, 
one more of our number bas been heard. I can only say I do with all my heart 
thank you for the good work you bave done, for the work you have done on our 
Commission, and I do wish with all my heart that you may still have many years 
of aclive service upon God's earth and that after this life is over we may be 
worthy to meet you in another land. (Applause.) 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor, M.P., said: I can add nothing to the very eloquent 
and complete speech of our Chairman. He has said all I really could say. I 
have had a good deal of experience of our friend. I have been one of the beggars 
and one of the most shameless beggar men that the world has ever known. I am 
not in the least ashamed, because | think I was begging for a good cause ;.but I 
can tell our friend, the Professor, that whatever I wanted to get, if it was fora 
hospital, 1 made for the Jews very first of all, and I was never refused. 1 started 
first with Lord Rothschild,-when I went in for a new wing of thé Middlesex 
Hospital. I went into bim and intended to ask for 45, and when he said: “ How 
much shall I give, Mr. O'Connor?” some demon took possession of my tongue, 
and I said: “4100,” and the hundred pounds was immediately handedtome. And 
if I may use the word in the broad and not the sectarian sense, I would say, without 
any pity and without any mercy, that with the poor and the afflicted the Jews have 
been the best of Christians according to the highest ideals. I need not say anything 
of the places they hold in this country, places they have gained by their own 
efiort. We have in our Jews as law-abiding and as high-minded and as patriotic 
a body as any other citizens. As to the. Professor himself, I feel towards him as 
I did towards the late Lord Roberts, the moment I met him I fell a victim to his 
charms. I am glad that some of his family are present here to-day in order that 
they may be witness of the affection which we all share for him. (Applause.) 
The CHAIRMAN: There are several people who would have liked to be 
present here this afternoon but have written expressing their regret. Among 
them is Lord Rosebery and Dr. Clifford, who is another grand old man. I now 
have great pleasure in handing you this address, which I will read :— 
Tothe Professor Hermann Gollancz, M.A., D-Lit. 
London,” April, 1917. 

DEAR PROFESSOR GOLLANCZ,—-Having learnt with extreme pleasure that the 
Jewish community has just celebrated your completion of forty-five years’ service in the

The Rev. Professor GOLLANCZ, in replying, said: When, a little over a 
week ago, my congregation, on its own behalf and on behalf of the 
Jewish community in general, honoured me for my past services extending 
over forty-five years, I was deeply touched by the remarkable manifestation 
of goodwill. and friendship, and as they were kind enough to express 
it, affection towards me. But what shall I say to-day in face of this, I 
may say, somewhat extraordinarily kind and remarkable expression of 
good feeling extended to me from those outside my own communion? Well, 
ladies and gentlemen, itis no figure of speech if I remark that | am really over- 
whelmed at this splendid and kind demonstration on your part. I would thank 
my friends most warmly out of the fullness of my heart for their kind thoughtiul- 
ness and their sympathetic and flattering references which they bave made towards 
me in this kind presentation, which, to my mind, is so very valuable in spirit, and 
so refreshing, so representative, too, coming as it does from various sections of 
the general community, from persons holding various shades of opinion and from 
those who labour in different departments of activity, with whom in the 
course of my career I have been brought into contact. Now, it has 
always been the dearest wish of my heart to see men, without sacri- 
ficing: their own principles, drawing nearer to each other for the veneral 


good of the community; for though men may differ in religious belies, 
they should’ yet stand shoulder to shoulder and co-operate with one 
another in working out the essential principles of humanity at large. It has 
always seemed to me that, beyond the religious systems into which men are born 


and which they carry into practice more or leis, there stands forth in broad 
outline the idedl of the spirit of religion, bounded by no limitations or restrictions, 
which is able to draw men towether instead of dividing them, proclaiming to the 
people of the world, whether they will hear it or not, the lesson of brotherly love, 
the vital doctrine that creature should be linked to creature, man to man. Oniy 
in this way can man be drawn nearer to God. And so to-day. True religion is 
best exemplified, true religion is glorified and true culture is glorilied in the fine 
feeling of fellowship and brotherhood to which my friends and co-workers have 
given expression in the address which you have just heard from the mouth of our 
dear friend, to whom we owe so much, the Bishop. who has been kind enough to 
hand me this valuable memento, which I shall be pleased to pass on in the first 
place to my eldest son, who is here to-day with my dear wife, and he, | hope, 
will help to hand it on from generation to generation. 


The Rev. Isidore Harris on Passover Economy. 


Preaching last Sabbath at the Berkeley Street Synagogue on “ The Virtue of 
Frugality,” the Rev» Isidore Harris referred to economy of food and its bearing 
on the Passover. He said: At the present moment the question of food control 
is engaging publicattention. We are being placed on our honour not to consume 
more food than we need. for the proper nourishment of our bodies, and to absiain, 
so far as is possible, from certain articles of diet of which there is a special dearth. 
The matter is one of particular concern for us Jews. Next week we shal! be 
observing the Feast of Passover; and the question of diet is very closely 
associated with the celebration of this ordinance. Hitherto it has been ujua! to 
indulge at this season in many luxuries which enter so largely into the Passover 
fare that, with some Jews, theic consumption has almost come to form an article 
of religion. It is therefore well that we should remind ourselves that the proper 
observance of the feast does not warrant excessive indulgence in al! kinds of time- 
honoured dainties. On the contrary, properly understood, it makes for simplicity 
and moderation rather than for elaborateness and superfluity. The unleavened 
bread, which according to Jewish law may only be made of two ingredients, is the 
Biblical "2 BMP, “ bread of afiliction.” “Lo! this.is the bread of affliction which 
our fathers ate in the land of Egypt,” are the words introducing the older Seder 
ritual. It is true that there figure on the Seder table the traditional four cups of 
wine. But according to Jewish prescription, this wine need not consist of 
fermented liquors. In thousands of humble Jewish homes, where the cup of 
sanctification is raised on every Sabbath and festival, it is a simple beverage 
containing no particle of alcohol. Therefore, without transgressing any ancient 
rule, we may observe our Passover to-day in the most frugal fasbion, and the more 
frugally we celebrate it the nearer we shal] come to the spirit of the ancient 
ordinance.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting was held on Sunday. Mr. Heavert G. Lousana, the 
Chairman of the Council, presided. There were present :—

THE ANNUAL REPORT: 


Mr. H. S. ©. Henrroves, the Senior Treasurer, in moving the adoption of 
the report and balance-sheet, said that there bad been an increase in the tree-wi!! 
cflerings, and the congregation was richer and more numerous in members than 
ever before. A Sub-Committee bad been appointed in order (o endeavour to improve 

Undoubtedly there were people who found it impossible 
to attend on account of the war work they bad to perform, but, on the other 
hand, he would have thought that a crisis Wke the present would have stimulated 
religious observance. It had been decided not to make any drastic alteration in 
the ritual, but more personal encouragement was to be given to worshippers who 
were to be requested to join more freely in the singing and responses. The 
Counci desired to give satisfaction to those who did attend rather than to intro 
duce alterations which, while they might attract a few; wonld doubtless drive 
away existing, members. They bad decided to allow any youth who so 
desired, at the age of thirteen or over, to read a portion of the Law in their 
synagogue, although this was in no way to interfere with their confirmations, 
which wonld proceed as heretofore; also the synagogue would in future be open 
from ten till eleven each day for purposes of private prayer and meditation 

Mr. Ernest D. Lowy seconded the motion and said he desired to associate 
himself with the remarks made in respect to Mr. Belisha. 

Sir Epwarp STERN said that he did not approve of so much money being 
given to charities which were extraneous to their synagogue. Theirs was nota 
charity organisation society. 

Mr. Isaac SELIGMAN disagreed with Sir Edward Stern. He thought that 
the best objects of the synagogue were those of charity, education, and benevolence. 

Lieut.-Colonel Cecit O. HENRIOUES congratu'ated the Treasurers and sad 
that in view of the large amount of the free-will offerings he saw no reason forthe 
lecturing tone adopted on the subject by the report. 


AN ATTACK ON THE MINISTERS. 


Mr..J. M. ANSELL said that in reference to a letter circulated by the minister. 
upon the subject of Sabbath attendance, he felt that the ministers had themselves 
to thank for the empty benches of which they complained. At thetime when the 
introduction of English into the service caused some unpleasantness, the senior 
minister had taken the opportunity of using the pulpit to “slang” the Council, 
who bad been responsible for the innovation and who were unable toanswer him 
They needed men like Professor Marks and the Kev. Dr. Lowy. He would ask 
how many of the congregation Ancw their ministers. It was the duty of the 
ministers, in his opinion, to make themselves known and popular with the children 
and young people of the congregation, who were future members of thecir 
syn3gogzue 

Mr. P.S. WALEey said that Mr. Ansell's remarks had painedhim deeply. He 
deplored the fact that that gentleman should have condemned the letter which had 
been sent out by the ministers at the request of the Council, andwhich he deemed 
acignified appeal. He regarded the words of Mr. Ansell unfair and unkind, 
especially so as the ministers were not there to defend themselves 

Captain J. S. Lewis spoke of the neglect of visitation by the ministers. 

Mr. OswaLp J. Simon said that the discussion was derogatory to the status 
of the min'sters for which their syfagogue had always stood. 

Mr. Morris ANGFL said that he regarded the bad Sabbath attendance as 
dependest upon a variety of causes. He spoke of the altered conditions of 
trade, aod urged the introduction of a Saturday afternoon service. He would 
like to see services entirely conducted in the only language which English Jews 
understood, which wasuheir mother tongue. The Oriental part of religion does 
not appeal to he declared—'‘ I am an Englishman, 

Mr. J]. M. ANSELL said that he did not wish it to be thought that any 
personal feelings towards the ministers bad dictated his remarks. 

Mr. H. S. QO. HENRIOUES said that Mr. Ansell’'s remarks were unwarranted, 
although he was willing to admit that on occasion the ministers had displayed a 
want of tact. 

Mr. Morris ANGEL moved, and Mr. Enwarp ANGEL seconded, a vote of 
thanks to the Treasurers, which was carried. 

Messrs. J. Felix Waley, Lionel D. Walford, and Hillier Holt were’ elected 
Wardens for the ensuing year. 


Mr. J]. M. ANSELL. moved, and Mr. B. Mocartra seconded, a vote of thanks 
,o the wardens of the past year. 


EAST END WORK. 


Mr. A. I. BELISHA, in acknowledging the vote of thanks on behalf of hi: 
colleagues, spoke. of the Bast- Ead Club winch had been: founded under thy 
synagogue's aegis. He.felt that more need be done by them among their poorer 
brethren in the East End. Services on Friday nights and on Saturday afternoons 
might be instituted. He considered that the disgrace many young Jews and 
Jewesses were bringing upon themselves and the community at large, because the 
religion of their fathers, which was largely superstition, no longer held them; was 
their (the Reform Synagogue's) fault. Let them not consider only themselves 


but endeavour to work side by side withthe United and Federation Synagogues 
for the glorification of their religion. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Five members of the Council were elected, viz, Messrs. Albert I. Belisha, 
H. Montefiore Castle and F, H. Harvey-Samue!, Major H. B. Lewis-Barned and 
Mr. E. L. de M. Mocatta. 


The Secretary's salary was increased and a war bonus was granted to the 
Beadle, 


The Keepers of the Ball's Pond and Hendon Buria! Ground were re-elected, 
and Mr. Lionel Lemon was re-elected Auditor. 

Mr. BELISHA moved that the period of office of members of the Council be 
reduced from five years to three years. 

Mr. ]. FELix WALEY said that that was not the time to tinker with synagogue 
laws. He therefore proposed, and Lieut.-Col. C.G. HENRIQVES seconded, an 
amendment adjourning the question until after the war. 

Mr. P. S. WALEY opposed the amendment, which was lost, The resolution 
was carried, . 

Capt. J. S. Lewis proposed that at two minutes before the commencement 
of each service all seats shall be considered free seats, except on the Day of 
Atonement or other occasions which the Council shall determine. He said that 
on High Festivals, when the synagogue was crowded with strangers and seat- 


- holders, many. of the latter came in late and turned out the occupants of their 


Seats, which by no means contributed to the decorum of the service. 
Mr. MorkRIs ANGEL seconded the motion, which was defeated, 
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In the Provinces.

A meeting 6f the Manchester Committee of Deputies was held on Monday, under 
the Chairmanship of Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P. .Mr. Florentin introduced the 
tiatter of an appeal be bad received from twenty-two Bagdad 
Jews residing in Manchester, praying for exemption from 
certain rigid restrictions imposed upon them as alien enemies, 
and who desired similar treatment to that extended to the 
Armenians in that city. In the course of a discussion thai 
_ ensued, the Committee were of opinion that. steps should be taken to assist their 
btetbren, and they empowered Mr. Laski to attend the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee of the Board of Deputies on the following day in London to ascertain 
if there was a,eneral policy of that Committee whereby the necessary steps 
might be taken to achieve the object in view. In that event the case should be 
placed in the hands of the Board, but if not, it was decided that it be dealt with 
as a local matter by the Manchester Deputies. Two cases of individual hard- 
ships were also considered by the Committee. 


MANCHESTER.

The monthly meeting was held on Sunday. Mr. E. Fox, President, presided. 
Twenty-one “ Linas” were attended to. Two hundred and eighty-one applications 
for Passover relief bad been granted up to the present, 
LINAS HAZEDFK AND and 2,260 lbs. of matzos, 310 Ibs. of sugar, and 
RIKUR CHOLIM SOCIETY. 154 cwts. of potatoes had been distributed to the 
applicants. The Chairman reported that one bundred 
and thirty four persons had responded to the appeal to the amount of /63. He 
hoped that, as there were still a number of applicants to be dealt with during the 
week, the local Jewish community would continue to send in their donations.

If Zionism could bring thousands of their suffering coreligionists to a land of 
rest at last, then they must not be only as signposts and show the way, but should 
accompany them.

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


One hardly knows whether to smile or feel sad at the report of a deputatios 
to the House of Commons to discuss the aliens problem. The fact that this 
meeting was attended by a solitary reporter, and that, therefore, an account 
the proceedings appears in one newspaper only, lends interest to the record of the 
deliberations. Here and there one happens across those oft-exploded theories 
on the “ alien peril,” supplemented by an element of rishus that must obtrude 
inevitably. Let us take the views of a Hackney delegate. This gentleman 
assured bis colleagues and such members ot Parliament as were present, that in 
his own salubrious district “ every Sunday morning there was a particular house 
filled with aliens—he was not prepared to describe them as Russian Jews. He 
did not know their nationality exactly. But he knew their object for meeting 
was to hold mock tribunals.” And why this queer sort of pastime’? Just “toe 
train their people before they went before the Local Tribunal,’ so as to prepare 
them to hoodwink those wlio would draft them into the Army.” 

The meeting was impressed. But in the name of commonsense, why shou!4 
aliens, who—for the present, at all events—have nothing whatever to do with 
tribunals, go to the trouble of meeting Sunday after Sunday to perfect themselves 
in the art of hoodwinking the authorities? Our Hackney delegate is evidently ca 
the wrong track. Maybe he has passed a local Yeshiva in full swing, or has 
confounded the rhythmic cadences issuing from a local Hebrew school, with the 
laboured deliberations of these ultra-'cute aliens. 


And then we find another well-known public man, Sir Edward Smith, to wit, 
dwelling upon another phase of the Kussian Jew's iniquity. He has the audacity 
to own the greater portion of London's licensed houses! Said Sir Edward, who, 
by the way, happens to be Chairman of a licensing bench, “he was astounded 
at the number of Jews who were in this country, and who had got hold of public 
houses, making the plea before the Tribunal that they had got their money in the 
business. It was all humbug!” No doubt Sir Edward knows al! about it. But 
what concerns us is the statement that the bench had decided to refuse a renewal 
of a licence to any Russian or Polish Jew, who could not put forward other 
reasons for the granting of sach renewal. Not “Russian” or“ Pole,” but Russian Jew 
and Polish Jew. And yet, at this same meeting, we have the anti-alien Counc llor 
T. J]. Evans assertiog that theirs was not an anti-Semitic protest. How folk de 
love us! 


Not alone do our foreign brothers offend in owning public houses. They 
actually have the audacity—we have the honest assurance of Sir Edward Smith 
himsel{f—to wear ** patent boots, spats and all.” Here, then, is the straw that hag 
broken the camel's back. The M.P.’'s listened in ominous silence, Patent boots 
and spats—in wartime. And what more natural than a reference to the “ Jew 
boy " dockers who secre al] the plump jobs at the Surrey Docks, ousting, so ‘is 
said, theable-bodied Englishman, And yet it is conceded thatthese Jewish fellows 
are Britisbers all. Then why any reference to them in an alien problem debate, 
pure and simple ? 


Some attention has been aroused by the statement that certain of our local 
bodies, ‘as a measure of war economy,” have arranged with the small tailors te 
make their uniforms, “it being cheaper than inviting contracts from the large, 
firms.” There was a time, asmany ofus will recall, when tte very idea of public 
bodies dealing direct with the small tailor would have creat.d no end of official 
consternation. And so ‘it happens that many of the smaller East End firms, 
once in thé hands of the larger contractors, are now in a position to negotiate 
direct, to the benefit of public finances. 


An artist has rushed in where a writer feared to tread. Congratulations te 
Mr. Frank L. Emanuel on his denunciation—rather blunt, by the way—of the
